Refining Company, acting by and through A. F. Buck, District Mansger, for
permission to construct, maintain and operate a drive-in gasoline filling
station and 4o construct commerclal drivewsys in conjunction therswlth
upen the property located a$ the southwest intersection of Predericksburg
Road and Barton Springs Road, same being a portion of the Iseac Decker
League within the City of Augtin, and being located in the 500 hlock of
Fredericksburg Road, and the property upon which this filling station 1s
to be located is under option to the Sinclair Refining Company, and we
hereby advise that the followlng conditions exists

The property upon which this £illing station is %o be located is
designated as HGH commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City
of Austin.

W o recommend that the Sinclair Refining Company acting by and
through As F. Buck, District Mansger, be granted permission to construct,
maintain and operate sgld drive.in gasoline fillimg station and %o conastruct
curbs, ramps, snd sldewalks in conjunction therewlth, subject to the fol-
lowing conditionss

(1) That a1l buildimgs and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line, correct llmes to be obtained before comstruction starts or
equipment is installed. Lines snd grades to be obtained from the Depart-

ment of Public Works for entrances and driveways, bullding lines %o be
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approved by the City Bulldimg Inspector. That the applicant shall confer
with the Department of Public Works as to the fubture grades of the side~
walkes and gutters on the adjacent streets before he starts amy comstruction
relative to the Tillimg station, . ' '

(2) Thet the gasoline tenice end pumps shall be of an approved type
snd shall bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Imc.,; that all
construction of the fillimg station improvements shall be in acecord with
the Building Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Fillimg Station Ordinance,
and in accord with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commerelal
water or olls upon the City sireets.

(3) That the szredes of the station. shall be such that no waste water
or oils or any floor wamshimgs shall ever pase over the City sidewalk area
and that all of saild olls and water shall be concenfrated into a combined
grease and sand trap, which shall be comstrueted in accordance with our
standard plan 2-H-1U46 and shall be conducted by a pipe comnection from
said sand trap to the nearest storm sewer. Before commencement of any
construction the spplicant shall apply to the Director of Public Works for
en ostimate of the cost of that portion of the storm sewer which will have
tc be tuilt within any City street or alley and shall deposit in escro
a sum equal to said estlmate with the 04ty Finance Director, '

(4) That al)l filling station improvements, pumps, drivewsys, ramps,
gatters, sldewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the ex-
pense of the applicant, ae set forth upon the plan hereto attached, which
plan bears the Director of Public Works! file Number 2-H-853.

(5) Expansion Joints shall be constructed as shown upor the plan here-
to attached marked 2-H«853, and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

(6) That hefore use of sald station, the owner shall apply %o the
Building Inspector for final inspection when he considers that he has com-
plied with all the requirements of the City.
